^Buried Qold^ Myth Lures 
Santa Ana Man to Death 


His quest for “buried treasure” he evidently believed was in a 
Santa Ana walnut orchard today had caused the death of Daniel 
Jimenez, 24, 1322 Lincoln street. 

His head wedged in a small hole he had been digging, Jimenez 
was found dead by police officers yesterday afternoon in an orchard 
at Washington and Lincoln streets. He had been missing since the 
night before, when he borrowed a shovel to dig the hole, hinting 
there was treasure buried beneath the walnut trees. 

In the hole was a partly-filled wine bottle, which ho may have 
been trying to reach when the loose earth caved in and caught him. 
His hat also was in the small tunnel, and the shovel with which he 
had been digging lay partly inside. Nearby lay a pick he had been 
using. 

The body was found by Albert Lopez, who called police. The 
ground under Jimenez* feet was kicked up, as though he had at¬ 
tempted to struggle loose after the cave fell in on his head. He 
had been dead for several hours. An autopsy was to be conducted 
this afternoon.

Rebels Rain Death on 
Capital in Series 
Of Raids Today 


MADRID. (A>)—A Fascist bomb 
fell at the main entrance of the 
Madrid general post office today, 
killing many employes and partly 
wrecking the building. 

All service was instantly sus¬ 
pended. 

Shrapnel sprayed the structure, 
striking a number of persons. The 
bomb fell at 3:45 p. m. 

It was the newest attack in the 
relentless aerial "punishment” 
which has spread untold death and 
damage through Madrid. 

Building Badly Damaged 

An unconfirmed report said a 
second bomb had fallen inside the 
magnificent building. 

The ornate facade was badly 
damaged. Windows and window 
supports were smashed. The force 
of the explosion lifted two street 
cars in Cibeles Square near the 
postoffice from the rails. 

Screaming, struggling workers 
jamming the cars were riddled by 
the hail of shrapnel. Most of them 
were reported killed. 

Second Wrecks Palace 

A second bomb wrecked the 
beautiful palace of the Marquis of 
Linares in the opposite comer of 
the square from the postoffice. 

A third momb, apparently aimed 
at the war ministry, hit the Banco 
Central, formerly the Banco del 
Rio de la Plata. Crashing floors 
of the structure could be plalntly 
heard by passersby. 

The explosions of at least a 
score of huge bombs in the black, 
early morning hours claimed a toll 
estimated as high as 90 dead and 
200 wounded. 

But defense authorities, declar¬ 
ing the victims of the two weeks 
of intense bombing and shelling 
had reached "thousands,” said the 
real toll may never be known, 
since dozens were buried deep un-

Orange county’s third desert 
wind of the current season today 
was causing considerabie concern 
among citrus growers. 

The hottest of this year's winds 
started biowing last evening, and 
by midnight had wound up into a 
real old-fashioned, dusty, dry and 
uncomfortable desert wind. Cit¬ 
rus growers are bound to suffer 
somewhat from the storm, observ¬ 
ers said today. 

If the wind doesn’t biow hard 
enough to knock fruit from trees, 
many oranges wiil be damaged 
from bruising and scratching, thus 
lowering them in grade, it was re¬ 
ported. Some orchardists un¬ 
doubtedly were caught with unir¬ 
rigated groves, and this probably 
will lend to burning of leaves and 
resultant damage to trees, experts 
said. 

Groves were saved from exten¬ 
sive damage during the last storm 
because the winds were much cool¬ 
er than the current blow, it was 
reporteil. Growth of many new 
windbreaks throughout the county 
probably will minimize damages 
during future windy seasons, it 
was predicted.

When that desire increases suffi¬ 
ciently there will be a willingness 
on the part of the business men of 
the nation and also the national 
congress, to consider the Town¬ 
send plan as a remedy.

Through his products, 
Hyun is introducing the charm of 
China to western tables; and his 
ambition, though modestly pro¬ 
nounced, is to become the “Henry

j “If the American people,” says 
I Hyun, "could only learn the dif- 
' ference between real Chinese foods 
j and the Americanized versions, 
I they would always insist on having 
i the genuine article. Besides, real

1 the German forests and forest 
! products with German economic 
life. Such things as overgrazing 
and uncontrolled erosion are prac¬ 
tically unknown, he said, every ef- 

■ fort being made to maintain the 
I forests as one of the chief factors 

■ in the maintenance of human life. 

Fires Ihiknown 

I Forest recreation, however, has 
j not reached the high pitch of pop- 
' ularity in Germany that it has in 
the United States, due to the 
('earth of automobiles, and the 
' strict regulations placed on hunt¬ 
ing. Forest fires are practically 
ur known. 

Despite its wealth of forests, 
Germany imports large quantities 
j cf pulp products from the Scandi- 
I navian countries for the manufac¬ 
ture of paper and other industrial 
items.

During the 17-year period, Mr. Dillard points out, 
the 10 justices who at one time or another voted to up¬ 
hold minimum wage legislation were: Hughes, Stone, 
Cardozo, Holmes, Brandeis, Taft, Clarke, Day, Pitney, and 
Sanford. 

The seven who voted against the legislation, and 
whose opinion prevailed, were: Van Devanter, McRey- 
nolds, Sutherland, Butler, White, McKenna and Roberts. 

Thus it happens that this highly important matter 
has been determined negatively all these years merely 
because Death was kinder to the men against it than to 
the men for it!

W ASHINGTON.—Reigning eco¬ 
nomic enthusiasm among New 
Dealers now is the great Swedish 
cooperative movement. However, 
a big unmentioned oh.stacle would 
first have to be removed before 
similar cooperatives could begin 
to function in this country. 

This barrier is the 100-year-old 
American patent system. 

’T'ho President sent a three-man 
mi.ssion abroad to study the Sweil- 
i.sh cooperatives ami in addition 
asked his old friend Barney 
Bi.ruch to gather information on 
them during his European visit. 
But New Deal economists are pro¬ 
ceeding cautiously before rei’Om- 
mending similar efforts in the 
United States. 

The electric light bulb business, 
one of the most successful of the 
Swedi.sh producer cooperatives, is 
an illustration of the patent dif¬ 
ficulty here. When the Swedi.sh 
private bulb makers refuscl to 
cut prices the co-ops simply went 
into the business of making their 
own. The result was a sweeping 
sla.sh in prices. 

In this country that could not 
be done. The ii-a.son jiatents in 
the hands of the private com¬ 
panies. 

Ways of overcoming this hand¬ 
icap have .secretly been studied by 
New Deal insiders. The .science 
advisoiy board, headed by Dr. Kail 
T. Compton, president of the 
Massachu.setts In.stitute of Tech¬ 
nology, has quietly .sent a com¬ 
prehensive study of the patent 
situation to the Pre.sident. 

Dr, Compton’s researiAes led 
him to this conclusion:

PATENT MONOPOLY’ 

"What wa.s originally a self- 
siiffioient patent to an individual 
for 3 7 years has developed into a 
patent structure or assemblage of 
patents, giving a substantially 
permanent monopoly in an ad¬ 
vancing art to an indu.stry or a 
group of industries. The justifica¬ 
tion for the extension in a domo- 
cratic country of an absolute 
monopoly to an inventor for 17 
years, on the basis that it i.s a 
reasonable reward for his disclos¬ 
ure of his invention in lieu of 
maintaining it .secret, no longer 
applies generally.” 

From the patent office came 
the interesting information—that 
of the 100,000 patents issued an¬ 
nually, a very large percentage go 
to a small group of firms which 
maintain re.search laboratories. 
Under the present law, these con¬ 
cerns can prevent anyone el.se 
from making use of a new ilevice 
or process even if they do not 
want it themselves. 

Detailed plans for reform of the 
patent system have not yet taken 
form, but the exports are work¬ 
ing toward these objectives: 

1. A law providing for for¬ 
feiture of patents unless they are 
put into use within a reasonable 
length of time. 

2. Unusued patents to be made 
available to others upon payment 
of a “reasonable” royalty, the 
amount to be determined by a 
government or impartial scientific

The.se three indinstries are but a few of the 
many which will in time attract thou.sands of 
young Americans who, today, are unable to find 
places in the standard occupations. And, what 
makes them even more attractive, is the fact 
that a college education is not essential. 

Despite the fact that the depiession still 
lingers, there exists in the business world a 
great demand for intelligent youth. The par¬ 
ticular phases of business which experts say 
offer exceptional opportunities are: accounting, 
the retail" field, vocational guidance, banking, 
personnel work, applied psychology, salesman¬ 
ship, appraising, market research, and numerous 
others. 

It is true that tho.se business vocations will 
require more education than is needed in the 
indu.st'-ial Held. However, they are vocations 
which can be self-taught to a great extent. 
Standard text books on all of these subjects arc 
attainable at every good-sized public library 
The ambitious youth, denied a college education, 
can become his own teacher and prepare himself 
for his chosen field. 

How about the idle young people who can't 
wait until a ready-made job turns up or to whom. 
the preceding sugge.stion8 offer no appeal? 
Many ingenious youths all over.the country have 
solved this problem by cooperating with their 
fellow idlers in manufacturing jobs. Most of us 
have heard of the “Diaper Service|”,the "Canine 
Caterers,” and the "Odd-Job Service." These 
agencies have been created by young men with 
Imagination. 

Miss Davis In "The Lost Generation” offers a 
striking example of group Ingenuity. Youth,, 
Inc., situated In Femdale, Michigan, runs a beer¬ 
less beer garden. It Is simply a dance hall with 
an ice cream bar. An enterprising young man, 
without a job, secured the support of a few 
interested social workers and newspaper women. 
After gathering together a group of friends, all 
In the same circumstances as he, the corpora¬ 
tion was begun.

"Youth, Inc. was ready to go. It got a club 
hou.se on the Nine-Mile Road in Ferndale. You’ll 
find it by inquiring for the Castle-on-the-Nine. 
As there was no point to spending money for 
labor when they had such a lot of that amongst 
them, fht members went to work themselves 
and Imill. a grand cement platform in the back 
yard and made a dance floor. They built their 
bar. They were ready for business. New York 
cabarets may well envy its succe.ss. Night after 
night people are turned away for lack of even 
standing room.” Youth, Inc., has a payroll of 
$1100.00 a week and clears about $1500.00 a week 
besides. 

I T is A far more important thing than most 
people realize- this problem of keeping young 
hands and minds bu.sy. A horde of restle.ss, dis¬ 
illusioned youth in America would bo the great¬ 
est menace Democracy has ever known. Witness 
the cases of Germany and Italy; the youth of 
these countries, filled with post-war cynicism, 
suffering privation and hunger caused by the 
economic collapse of their respective nations, 
were driven to extremities which gave both Hit¬ 
ler and Mus.solini their initial strength. These 
young masses, desperate in their need, were 
eager to accept anything to escape from their 
misery eager to follow any leader who prom¬ 
ised a road to salvation. They were impatient 
of the older generation with its slow and cau¬ 
tious policies; these harassed and hungry youths 
demanded action- violence if neces.sary. Im¬ 
mediately, in both countries, strong leaders ap¬ 
peared, each with his own program to restore 
prosperity. 

In Germany It was Hitler who achieved the 
greatest following with his Intense nationalist 
policy which, he promised, would restore Ger¬ 
many to the position of prominence It enjoyed 
in pre-war days. All foes of the Nazi program 
were to be suppressed. Today, the youth of 
Germany Is a strong military unit, trusting that 
Hitler's promises of prosperity 'Will be fulfilled. 

In Italy, Mussolini became the hero of the 
young Italians; and the aupport of theae "lost” 
youths gaee him the poeeer to become dlotatar 
of an Italy. He, too, promised his people pros¬ 
perity and security, and to bring back to Italy 


a semblence of the "glory that was Rome.” 

It was youth who paved the way for Fascism 
in Italy and Germany and it has been youth 
who has played the most active part in the 
sweeping political reforms which have taken 
place in numerous other countries since the days 
of the World War. Youthful students and pa¬ 
triots in China have dominated the national 
government in that country; revolutionary 
movements and political reforms have been fos¬ 
tered by the young men of Turkey, Persia, 
Egypt, and, nearer home, Cuba. 

W ILL American youth, moved by the un¬ 
certainty and insecurity of today, emu¬ 
late its foreign contemporaries? Will there 
arise in this country a mass of disillusioned 
young men and women seeking a leader to fol¬ 
low, a cause to believe in? The answer to 
these questions depends, not on the youths them¬ 
selves, but rather on the policies pursued by 
the law makers of America. As long as the 
idle young people of this country are given as¬ 
surance that they can expect a certain measure 
of help from their government to tide them 
over these difficult times, they will remain con¬ 
servative and find no necessity to resort to 
radical movements. 

America is fortunate in having a youth that 
is not so volatile, so susceptible to violent 
change and mass hysteria as is that of other 
lands. Many claim that this is caused by our 
youth’s shameless disinterest in all matters per¬ 
taining to the functions of the government. In 
aome respects this is true, but these same critics 
fall to realize that American youth still looks 
to the older, more experienced minds for guid¬ 
ance; It still has faith in the Ideals and prln- 
otples pursued by Its elders—which Ideals and 
principles have led to the solution of seemingly 
Insolvable problems In the past. 

Youth today may be "lost;" It may have 
cause to feel cheated of Its birthright Yet, 
though It’s no longer "flaming," It still carries 
with it the same will to achieve, the same en¬ 
thusiasm for life, the same zest for work which 
has ehaiaeterlzed preceding generatlona And, 
best of all. It still has visions of a finer, rlehsr 
life to come.

.et Them Down,” So They’re Taking Things Into Their Own Hands! 


H OW is youth faring in the.se lean years? 

This is a trouble.sorne question--and a ) 
question which more people should trouble them¬ 
selves about. 

Mi.ss Maxine Davis, in her book "The Lost 
Generation” published by the Mai:millan Com¬ 
pany, iias painted a pretty clear picture of the 
situation as it exists today. She spent more 
than three months, traveling around the United 
States and talking to boys and girls of every 
kinii and eomlition. Her conclusions are im- 
pre.s.slvc; 

"Our boys and girls have grown up in the 
lielief that America is the Land of Promi.se. 
They cannot remember when they first learned 
the right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
jiiness was theirs in.alienahlv as the right to 
breathe and see and smell. As naturally as their 
voices tiroke and deeiiened, our young men grew 
up in the assurance that eilucation and hard 
work were the Open Se.same to respectable jobs 
secured by reliability and i)er.sevorance, to homes 
of their own, and to honored places in the eyes 
of their fellow men. 

"In the past few years many of them have 
found thi.s is not true. The older generation has 
iietrayed and deceived them. 

"About three million of our young people who 
are out of school toflay have no work, through 
no fault of their own. 

"Many otliers are engaged on slim part-time 
jobs .so trifling in the time they fill and the 
iuoney they produce as to have little or no 
meaning to the young workmen. 

"Hleakly our youth has been marking time 
while the clock ticks away its bright years, the 
good years of plowing and .sowing and sweating. 
They are runiv'is. delayed at the gun. They 
have lost so mu: li time at the start that only 
the exceiitional i an eliallenge the finish. 

"The depression years have left us with a gen¬ 
eration robbed of tiim and oppoi tunlty just as 
the Great War left tlie world its heritage of a 
lost generation." 

These young people who have come to matur¬ 
ity during the depression have had plenty of 
time to think and form opinions about the kind 
of world they live in But unlike their con¬ 
temporaries in nations across the sea, they 
haven't done much of this kind of thinking, 
riierefore, although youth as a class has be¬ 
come more vocal than ever before, it is not easy 
for it to expre.ss its hoi>es and its criticisms, to 
tell what it wants. It needs personal guidance 
and it .seeks help from others to discover its 
own abilities. 

T he heavie.st contributor to the cause of youth 
is the Federal Government. The two thou¬ 
sand-odd C.C.C. camps scattered throughout the 
covintry have proven to be a huge success. Over 
six hundred thou.sand young men enrolled in 
theae camps are carrying out a conservation 
program that .saves more national wealth than 
can be calcu'ated. by the control of forest fires, 
hy the extermination of harmful insects, by the 
prevention of floods and soil erosion. 

President Roo.sevelt recently set aside $50,- 
000,000 for a National Youth Federation to aid 
young people attending high school and college, 
to find employment for unemployed youth, and 
to train young Americans for technical and pro¬ 
fessional employment opportunities. 

State and local government centers hav* lent 
support through the establishment of translant 
camps, recreational units, and free trade schools. 
And even private individuals, clubs, and various 
service organizations have given generously of 
their time and money to help youth In Its 
plight. 

Although all this would seem to be quite a 
"lift,” there still remain several million jroung 
people who are sitting at home with nothing 
but time on their hands. This group, unable to 
find work, is the one whose problem la, at the 
moment, the most In need of attention. 

What are the prospects for the.se Idle ytMmg 
Americans? 

First, let us take a look at the newer and 


more promising fields of work which will eventu¬ 
ally absorb great numbers of unemployed youth. 
Without doubt, the mecca of young American 
job seekers today is the National Capital. Thou¬ 
sands of young men and women, with and with¬ 
out college degrees in hand, have poured into 
Washington to take part in the nation's recon¬ 
struction program. New problems have created 
now departments, and youthful minds with new 
ideas have been welcomed. The vi.sitor in Wash¬ 
ington will .see these young workers engaged 
in jobs ranging from the most menial type of 
clerkin'! to iiositions of importance requiring 
the maximum of intelligence and perseverance 

Not only in Washington, but also in the larger 
cities throughout the country, civil service work 
is attracting more and more young people. State 
and local bureaus of charity have hired great 
numbers of these new breadwinners to carry out 
the work entailed by their relief programs. It 
is significant to note that the majority of these 
younger civil service employees do not regard 
their woik as merely temporary .something to 
sustain them until the advent of better times. 
On the contrary, most of them are convinced 
that the future in this field of work is greater 
than it has ever been. 

In the realm of science, foundations are being 
laid for many new imlustries. Of these, tele¬ 
vision seems to be the most important. Just 
az, a decade ago, radio claimed thousands of 
young men to Its fold, so will television capture 
the Interest and attention of the youth of today. 

The latest product of scientific I't^earch is 
shortly to become the savior of heat-plagued 
Americans. Alr-conditloning Is an imlustry that 
may become greater, both In wealth and in op¬ 
portunities for careers, than the automobile or 
the radio Industry. Within a few years It will 
offer openings to many th. .sands of our ablest 
youths. Already air-confiltK'i..ng units have been 
established In theaters, hou.s, office buildings, 
railroad trains, and department, stores. Before 
long It will reach the Great American Home.

At six o’clock, still in our screen wardrobe and 
makeup, we da.shed over to tlie little Christian 
Church near M-C-M studios and there Doc and 
Miss Bresnahan were married, with .50 members 
of the company in atlcndance, including Myrna, 
Spencer, Jack Conway and the whole troupe 

The fun came after the ceremony. .Neighbors 
had seen Jean and me enter (he eliurch, and 
it was Jean and I who were iieltcd with rice 
Some fun! 

A day never passed without a gag. Myrna 
even fed me a rulibcr llapjack that almost 
bounced my upper jaw mto tlie rafters 

Then we went on location and tins was one 
of the most enjoyable vacations m my life. From 
the railroad station at Modesto. Myrna, Walter 
Connolly, myself and 40 memhers of I he com¬ 
pany traveled 128 miles into the heart of the 
High Sierras.

steps and then lets fly the five-eighths-ounce 
piug, or if he is a hardy soul it may even be a 
three-eighths-ounce plug. Sixty, seventy, eighty 
feet it skims, dropping into the .lO-inch ring of 
aluminum tubing while the gallery cheers. 

It was in the casting of flve-eightha-ounce 
plug that Dick Thorn first smashed into the 
limelight at a national tourney. That was in 
liJ.'Jt in St. Louis, wlicn he was 14. The club at 
Long Beach, California, sent him there. He 
emerged from the tournament wearing the .lun- 
ior National Championship and he brought the 
crown home, lie spent the winter thrasliing Ihe 
air with lighter rods, casting plugs at tea ket- 
tics, straw hats and a tomato ran. On Sundays 
he went out to the casting pool and trimmed 
the club members. 

W HEN the 19,'i.') National tournament 
opened at Milwaukee, he had pa.ssed his 
1.5th birthday and had thus been graduated 
from the junior division. Among tho.se present 
were oldsters who could cast a trout fly through 
a knothole at 20 yards—or at least they looked 
that way to Dick as he stood there like a .sap¬ 
ling in a grove of skyscraping cedars. 

What followed was like a terrible storm in 
the forest. When the uproar was over, all the 
oldsters were down but a handful, and Dick 
had tied for fifth place. Having accomplished a 
miracle of the modern sports world, he went 
home, not joyously, but in gloom. It would be 
a whole year till another national meet! 

Last winter he again practiced. He toiled as 
hard over casting lii.s little plugs as if they'd 
been window weights. On week-ends he matched 
prowess with such masters as Dave Linder and 
Ben Robison, who is present Olympic champion. 
He won the club's all-around championship. 

Sandwicl.ing his casting between slices of 
high .school chemistry, geology, astronomy, Eng¬ 
lish and photography, he per.severed and harflly 
had enough time left to go lishing. The school 
term ended and he spent a few weeks getting 
polished up for the big double tournament at 
I'ortland, Ore., where Western and National 
championships were lo be decided. 

The great day of departure dawnerl. .N'orlh- 
wanl sped the Thorn family. At VV'csImoreland 
Bark in Portland, the fishermen and (S.si/r.s 
were as thick as gnats on a trout fishermtin'.s 
neck. They were all over Ihe park. Tliere 
weien't just rings to cast at: there were bella, 
too. The judge was wading in hip-boots, wear¬ 
ing a megaphone for a necklace. In the morn¬ 
ing the dry-fly and wet-fly events were run off. 
After lunch the distance men came out. It went 
on like that for three days, a busy period for 
th" young Californian, 

Now Dirk is hark home with a new crown. 
At only 16 years of age he is the champion 
raster of tive-eighths-ounce and three-eighths- 
ounce bait, for accuracy, in all the West. He 
has the National A.ssociation’s gold creel, 
awarded for high avepage score. Three rihlion.s 
which he won in the .National meet he lias 
stowed away carefully in his war-bag, along 
with newspaper clippings announcing next 
year's national tournament at Buffalo. N. Y. The 
oldsters are watching this youngster from the 
Pacific Coast They say he's a world beater in

Sensational Young Californian 
Catches Casting Crown

A BASKETBALL weighs a pound and a quar¬ 
ter. A football weighs 1414 ounces: a base¬ 
ball, 5 ounces. Even a golf ball weighs above 
the ounce and one-half mark. But the little, in¬ 
significant brass-tipped plug which the bait- 
caster calls his heaviest ammunition—that lit¬ 
tle flyweight torpedo weighs only five-eighths of 
an ounce. 

That’s the heaviest the bait caster ever sends 
whipping through space from the tip of a five- 
ounce fishing rod. Then there comes the three- 
eighths plug, and less than that the wet-flies 
and dry-flies which weigh practically nothing. 

What on earth is a bait caster? Well, he is 
a fisherman gone somewhat eccentric on the 
subject of tossing a baited line, or a lure, to a 
hungry bass or trout. He belongs to the inter¬ 
national brotherhood of fly and bait casters, a 
dizzy bunch which had its start back in the 
middle ages in joily old England. 

The fish were biting that day and the lords 
decided that in order to plop hooks down right 
on a trout's nose, at distance, they must have 
target practice. The lords had no trout reels. 
They carried fishing rods with long lines, but 
kept the loose line in a basket tied around the 
waist, AH in a row, with handle-bar mustaches 
waving gayly, the lords practiced casting and 
they became wonderful fishermen. The news fil¬ 
tered to America in due time, when there WAS 
an America and Americans began casting, too. 
They used reels, however, to give the game a 
native touch. The sport grew until it became 
an event of the Olympic Games, so far as the 
English and the Americans are concerned. 

One of the most outstanding bait casters in 
America is a 16-year-oId native of Wyoming 
and present Californian who recently has been 
hailed as the sensation of the West. He’s a 
champ who learned from a champ. Already he 
has faced the nation’s best in three national 
tournaments and came out in glory. 

They call him Dick Thorn, but his fuli name 
is Carroll Richard Thorn Jr. The senior Thorn 
used to take Dick lishing in the Rockies when 
the family lived at Sheridan, Wyoming. Be¬ 
tween banking hours the chances were always 
good that father and son were trouting along 
the Tongue River in the Big Horn Mountains, 
with young Thorn straddling a rock at the 
stream’s edge or riding on his dad’s shoulders. 

In his tender years he became a master of 
gnat-swatting in the shade of mighty pines, and 
of coping with such kindred hazards as deer 
flies, mosquitoes, wet feet, and fishing lines 
tangled in thickets. 

F rom watching his father’s deft whipping of 
trout flies the champ-to-be must have 
learned aplenty, because in later years he took 
to casting as naturally as a pollywog takes to 
navigating in mud puddles. At seven years the 
dc.stined youngster went to California with his 
folks and began catching perch and smelt in 


of cobweb from a 2000-yard spool. He snapped 
off a few bits. 

“You see,” he .said seriously, “it’s finer than 
sewing silk. It doesn’t carry any weight, in 
casting. It just floats out. tracing the plug. 

"That’s where casting has branched away 
.rom actual fishing. You couldn’t possibly fish 
with such thread. Right here, you see, it be¬ 
comes a sport all by itself. Back in that first 
attempt, I got interested in casting and 
t;:-...,.,,, I’ve been at it ever since. It’s fun. Just 
11 -^ .. try It once: you’ll see what I mean!" 

That first attempt was in lO.'tl, a long 
time ago if you're only 16 now! Dick 
started with a bass rod. Compared to the 
straws which hig-time casters u.se, a bass rod 
IS a sort of telephone pole. luck .swung the old 
bass rod until he could cast a plug sinker across 
a vacant lot without hanging himself, lassoing 
trees or drilling neat holes in window panes. 

“for two years I wouldn't try any other kind 
of casting, " he .said. "I wouldn't go into any of 
the other events, where I would have to use a 
lighter rod. In contests of the club and the Na¬ 
tional Association of Scientific Angling Clubs, 
all I could do was enter the accuracy events." 

Now here, for a moment, let it be staterl that 
only the uninitiated could scoff at this sport of 
pitching peanut-sized pellets with a fishing 
“pole” at a target 80 feet away and no bigger 
than a laundry basket. Such pitching requires 
a baseball pitcher's eye. a blacksmith’s wrist, 
the perfection of timing e.xemplified in a .Swiss 
clock, and more practice than any lazy man 
would dare to shake a stick at. 

A raster marksman customarily takes his 
stand on the tournament grounds with the 
breeze, if any, blowing his hair out over his 
nose like an awning. If the breeze should turn 
about and blow fair upon the no.se, the caster 
might as well tuck away his trout rods and take 
the nearest trolley for home. Casting against a 
breeze will drive anybody to despair even a 
fisherman, who, by tradition, is the outstanding 
example of human optimism. 

The gos.samer line just blows back in festoons, 
while the piug speeds like a humming bird 
bound for Austr.alia. 

But given a fair breeze at his back and a si 
lent gallery, a typical caster assumes his stand. 


the Pacific Ocean—typical start of a big sport¬ 
ing career! 

“My fishing tackle then was simple,” young 
Thorn said recently while tacking up a new 
string of ribbons won at Portland, Oregon. 

“My fishing rod was a palm branch with all 
the green leaves stripped off. My line was a 
piece of old trout line I cut from dad’s reei. 
For a hook I just trimmed the feathers from one 
of his trout flies. My sinker was a big iron 
washer. A bunch of us kids used to climb out 
on the rocks of a breakwater and fish all day, 

“It was good fishing, too! The perch and the 
smelt never got tired of biting.” 

From that inelegant stage Dick graduated to 
pier fishing, ocean barge fishing and live-bait 
boat fishing, where tuna were the catch. If fate 
hadn’t stepped in, he might have developed into 
a big-time fisherman and chased marlin and 
sharks over the seven seas. 

Fate, in his case, was a combination of Dick’s 
dad and a former national champion quarter- 
ounce and half-ounce caster, an artist named 
Dave Linder. Between spells of fishing, carving 
model airplanes, learning how to swim and ride 
breakers, exploring the California coastline by 
bicycle and tinkering with a camera, Dick chose 
to visit the clubhouse and 126-foot casting pool

of the town’s Fly and Bait Ca.sting Club, which 
Linder had organized. It was fun to watch his 
dad and Linder tossing feathers and bits of 
wood impossible distances, and it ail interested 
the champ-to-be. Linder took him in tow one 
day. 

“Here, son,” .said the former champ caster, 
“you try it once.” 

Dick got everything all set. He held the rod 
in both hands because just one hand didn’t 
seem enough. 

“It looked ea.sy,” he recalled of that first at¬ 
tempt. “I let o,|jt the five-eighths-ounce plug on 
a yard of line and I gave her a heave. 

“Boy, that plug went two miles if it went an 
inch! It was one of the best swings I ever gave. 
The trouble was that I got a backlash right off 
The reel tangled up like a sparrow’s nest 

“Mr. Linder just pulled out a pocket Knife 
and cut away the mess. You can’t do anything 
else with this fine silk.” 

The young champ parked his l.'iS pounds on 
the edge of a table and unwound a tew feet
